musics lo local oligarchies. We have 
proved ourselves quite competent to elect, 
by out own dirert suffrage, as good a 
Colonial Legislature as could be obtained 
by any other mude of (hoita* a Legis- 
lature sufficiently intelligent, mpeclable, 
and energetic, Tor all out legistatiee pur- 
poses. W bat pre lei t, then, cu) IJJeie be 
for prohitiiling our doing tu fat the 
future! 

The olher peculiaiit* of New Zf-daaJ 
Ihr anumaly uf mixjd races, ha* in New 
Soiilh Wales no etiatencr. Our abori- 
gines are too tcaoty iq number, and too 
deeply sunk in the insignificance of irre 
t latin-able barbarism, to present the re- 
motest analogy to the artly and nearly 
tiviliitd Uauries, with whom New Zealand 
it, in cumpavitoii, thickly populated.

Look at it in what light you will, the 
iiTiconsliintiotial character of this scheme 
stares you in the fare. We know not 
huw tu designate Its impudent preten* 
sioni hut in the language of varied anfi- 
theali. It offers atubttitulionaL lu lieu of 
the personal franchiae , a repretcnlatiou 
strange anil odious to Knglishmenjorone 
that is familiar tu their habitaand precious 
in their ealijiaflon . an indirect for ■ 
direct representation — a circuitous fur a 
straight one— a metlialefor auim mediate — 
au inferential for a positive— a theoretical 
fur ,i practical — a tuppositiuus for a real 
— a tjame Tor a ihing — a shadow for the 
tuiialiincc, In fine, it offers to ui at Con- 
slilutiim invented iu a day, by a visionary 
individual, in lieu uf ihr Comlilulion 
which hu been the growth uf ages, gra- 
dually matured hy our ancestori through 
countless generations ! 

In ihe last place, we object to this 
scheme became, bettdrs being unneces- 
sary and uiicnnjliluliunal, we are per- 
suaded that in practice it will be found 
Kiwfl/f. We have already hinted at the 
liability of out municipal bodies, from 
(he very fewness of their numbers, to be 
acted upon, in the exercise of the elective 
suffrage, by sinister influences. Kvhj 
were they composed entirely of men uf 
average virtue, intelligence, aud respecta- 
bility, their numerical feebleness would 
inuke ihem more accessible lo such in- 
fluences lhan would cumpott with the 
national jealousy fur the putity of elec- 
tion. Hut when we remember how they 
are in all probability to he chosen — by 
universal inffragc, or nearly ao-il would 
lie folly to suppose for one moment that 
their majorities would ronr ufi to that 
average, ur, rather, that they would not 
lie/«r ie/ow it. Already has this stern 
lesson been taught by colonial experience. 
Aud from Municipalities, the largest of 
which must necessarily consist of small 
numbers of individuals, anil whoae ma- 
jorities, as a thing of course, still be lite- 
ihindrd with the majorities who returned 
llieiu, what surf uf elective purify can lie 
reasonably expected * They will tie open 
tu the darkest auspiciont. I hey w ill be 
susjieclrd- and it will be quite natural 
and quite constitutional tn suspect them— 
of corruption in all its forma. Bribery- 
personal favouritism— personal resent- 
ments — i las* prepxHteiaiouf and class an- 
tipathies—mob naileries anil mob intimi- 
dations — will all be plying their mi- 
quilous artiike?, and doing their dirty 
work, with thets tiny democrat! cal 
juntas. 

But, independently of their openness to 
influence.!, these majorities, as the 

ur political power, must be 
viewed with apprWieuiicn «° "other 
score — then intellectual inromptttHty. 
Without the humanizing control of edu- 
cation — with minds oninstrocted, judg- 
ments iintormid, paauuiu uuicgfftated, 
twt«s low, grovelling, and de baaed— they 
will be utterly unlit tu be entrusted with 
the high responsibility uf selecting Bt and 
proper persons lo represent the intelli- 
gence of the colony in the chambers of 
legislation. 

Now, wr put it to any man of common 
sense, what tort of a Colonial Legitlature 
might we expect frum elecltira of tbia 
tump ?
